THE  MEDITERRANEAN  CAMPAIGN 


I 


It  is  a  mistake  to  speak  of  the  siege  of  Oreat 
Britain.  That  country  is  assailed  from  the  air, 
but  it  Is  neither  invested  XMT  bele&guer'ed.  Mr. 
J  L  Oarvin.  thp  noted  Journalist.  .<^ay.s  tho  l.sland 
is  a  fortress,  but  its  maritime  connectloiia  are  as 
open  and  m  wide  aa  tney  tvtr  wefer  Itsshipping 
And  sea  power  range  the  ocean.s  Mr  Garvin  says, 
In  fact,  that  "the  mercaijtlle  tonnage  is  larger 
than  ever;  the  Navy  In  all  Its  annala  has.  never 
held  a  morf  pntpnt  command  "  ' Moreovor,  "thp 
j:^tary-  lorces  of  the  £mpire  can  be  carried 
aiittly  from  every  part  or  to  any  part.  Without 
ceasing,  .supplies  from  every  continent  flow  round 
the  globe  to  this  island.  We  are  fighting  this  war 
neai*  and  far,  not  as  a  surrounded  f ortresa  but  as 
an  historic  World  Paww-  which  has  Britain  as  Its 
main  base."  ^ 

In  developing  the  implications  of  these  state- 
ments of  fact.  Mr.  Garvin  pomt.s  out  how  they 
apply  to  the  immense  theatres  of  the  Mediter- 
ranean. North  Africa  and  beyond.  In  the  Medi- 
terranean there  Is  a  vast  extent  of  war— "for 
range  of  dl.stance-aftd  variety  of  scene  there  has 
been  nothmg  like  It. "  He^j|oe8  on  to  point  out 
ti*mt  tix»  Ui,^\fRi>i,  «*'-fttfJ>MM  ff""  over  2,000  miles 
from  Gibraltar  to  the  Suez  Canal  The  Red  Sea 
leads  for  1,000  miles  farthej  to  those  gates  of  the 
Indian  Ocean  where  Mussolini  is  already  esUb- 
li.shed.  By  land  tlir  di.stance  l.s  2,000  miles  again 
from  Alexandria  through  Egypt  and  the  Soudan, 
past  Abyssinia,  to  the  frcntlers  of  Kenya,  where 
Central  Africa  begins.  In  th\n  area,  says  Mr. 
Garvin,  "by  comparison  with  the  full  scale 
itmggle  that  Is  bound  to  come,  the  opening  op- 
erations have  been  little  more  than  rival  bombing 
raids  and  military  skirmishes.  -  • 

It  has  not  yet  been  f^ly  realized  thatln  the 
Mediterranean  campaign,  whlcli  is  now  bevelop- 
Ing  with  the  lnva.slon  of  Egypt,  the  Germans  arc 
rendering  aid  to  the  Italians.  There  are  German 
planes  and  airmen  In  Italy;  there  are  German 
offlrer.s,  technii  ians  and  picked  soldiers  there. 
There  are  Gcrmaji  tlying  carriers  for  troops  and 
.,aappUes.  Mr.  Oarvin  says  that  the  French  cra.sh 
"was  a  fabulou.s  gain  to  Mif^solini  in  North 
Africa.  There,  his  western  Hank  is  completely 
cleared  from  formidable  danger.  He' Is  no  longer 
between  two  fires  Tunis  is  assigned  to  him  under 
the  concealed  peace  terms.  Ho  can  concentrate 
his  whole  ctrenfth.  reinforced  1^  German  men 
and  eriuipment,  against  Britain  In  Egypt  and  the 

Soudan."   '   .  _ 

A  part  of  thfe  AXli  TWlley.  awuidliig  to  Mr. 
Garvin,  is  to  drag  Spain  and  Spani.sh  Morocco 
Into  the  war.  Gibraltar  is  not  the  main  objective 
in  this  plan.  It  Is  the  Straits  the  Axis  Powers 
desire  to  command  by  gunlirf  and  bombing  at- 
tacks from  both  sides.  "Similarly, '  Mr.  Garvin 
writes,  "they  look  to  establish  themaeives  on  both 
sides  of  the  mid  passage  ^where  the  narrows 
between  Sicily  and  Tunis  are*less  than  a  hundred 
miles  across.  That  bold  comer  of  Korth  Africa 
-where  Oarthage  stood  is  still,  one  of  the  bastions 
of  the  wtirld  '  Mr.  Garvin  was  writing  before  the 
Italian  ofTunsive  ^tu-ted  along  the  thlrst-strlcken 
and  dUst-strleken  coast  route  between  the  desert 
and  the  sea.  If  he  is  to  be  believed,  .such  an  ad- 
venture is  only  a  feint.  His  conception  is  that 
When  the  rams  are  over  Mussolini  Witt  itnite  at 
Khartoum.  If  that  place  were  taken,  then  tgypt 
would  be  doubly  threatened,  both  from  the  Mpper 
Nile  ahd  from  Libya.  Mr.  Garvin  then  Writei|: 

"Up  to  now  Mu.s.solinl  lias  brrn  disappointed 
In  his  calculations  upon  air  power  against  s6a 
power  and  upon  speed  against  atrength  In  naval 
action.   When  Amcnran  production  comes  into 
full  play  in  the  further  phase  of  the  lung  war^- 
alr  supremacy  added  to  hiarltlme  supremacy  will 
settle  the  issue  in  the  Mediterranean  a.'^  el.sewlirre 
Mussolini  will  never  dominate  the  two  thousand 
miles  from  Gibraltar  to  the  Bosphorous  of  to  the 
Suez  Canal.  Ho  will  ncvi  r  reign  over  the  other 
two  thousand  miles  from  the  mouths  of  the  Nile 
to  the  gates  of  the  Indian  Ocean.,  His  dream  of 
enplre  Is  the  .nirage  In  the  desert. 
"...  Boundle.ss  and  b.irr 
The  lone  and  level  sand.s  .stretch  far  awjay." 


It  is'a  happy  thought  that  the  people  of  Van- 
couver Island  should  be  encouraged  t,P  make  gifts 
to  jnemhers  of  the  First  .Qahadian  Bcbttlsh  Bat- 
talion, .shortly  to  leave  here  for  the  Atlantic  Coast.
